“  MOTOR-VEHICLE  ACT.” 

HEREAS  section  16  of  the  “  Motor-vehicle 
Act,”  being  chapter  50  of  the  Statutes  of 
British  Columbia,  1935,  provides  for  the  mak¬ 
ing  of  a  reciprocal  arrangement  or  agreement 
by  the  Government  of  this  Province  with  the 
Government  of  any  other  Province  of  the  Do¬ 
minion  of  Canada  exempting  any  class  or 
classes  of  owners  of  motor-vehicles  who  are 
ordinarily  resident  in  that  other  Province  from 
the  application  of  the  provisions  of  the  said 
Act  as  to  the  registration  and  licensing  of 
motor-vehicles  and  the  carrying  and  displaying 
upon  motor-vehicles  of  licences  and  number¬ 
plates  issued  by  the  Commissioner  of  Provincial 
Police,  and  providing  for  the  granting  by  that 
other  Province  of  similar  exemptions  and  privi¬ 
leges  with  respect  to  the  owners  of  motor- 
vehicles  who  are  ordinarily  resident  in  this 
Province : 

Whereas  the  Government  of  the  Province  of 
Manitoba  is  empowered  by  Statute  to  enter 
into  a  reciprocal  arrangement  or  agreement 
with  the  Government  of  this  Province  for  the 
purposes  aforesaid : 

Whereas,  pursuant  to  the  foregoing,  a  recip¬ 
rocal  arrangement  has  been  proposed  between 
the  Government  of  this  Province  and  the 
Government  of  Manitoba  for  the  purposes  and 
subject  to  the  confirmation  and  to  the  condi¬ 
tions  and  restrictions  hereinafter  recommended : 

And  whereas  the  said  arrangement  has  been 
confirmed  on  the  part  of  the  Province  of 
Manitoba : 

Therefore  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  in  Council  has  been  pleased  to  order 


that  the  said  arrangement  be  confirmed  on  the 
part  of  the  Government  of  -  the  Province  of 
British  Columbia,  effective  as  and  from  June 
20th,  1935,  as  follows:— 

1.  Every  person  ordinarily  resident  in  the 
Province  of  Manitoba  who  is  the  owner  of  a 
motor-vehicle  used  or  operated  for  the  purpose 
of  his  business  by  a  person  employed  by  him  as 
a  commercial  traveller,  or  who  is  a  commercial 
traveller  and  the  owner  of  a  motor-vehicle, 
shall  in  respect  of  the  operation  of  that  motor- 
vehicle  in  the  Province  of  British  Columbia  be 
exempt  from  the  application  of  the  provisions 
of  the  “  Motor-vehicle  Act  ”  as  to  the  registra¬ 
tion  and  licensing  of  motor-vehicles  and  the 
carrying  and  displaying  upon  motor-vehicles 
of  licences  and  number-plates  issued  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Provincial  Police. 

2.  The  said  arrangement  and  the  exemptions 
thereunder  shall  be  subject  to  the  condition 
that  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  any  exemp¬ 
tion  or  privilege  thereunder  in  respect  of  a 
motor-vehicle  opei’ated  in  the  Province  of 
British  Columbia  unless  the  owner  of  the 
motor-vehicle  has  complied  with  the  law  of  the 
Province  of  Manitoba  as  to  the  registration 
and  licensing  of  motor-vehicles,  and  carries  or 
causes  to  be  carried  on  the  motor-vehicle  the 
certificate  or  licence  and  the  number-plates 
prescribed  therefor  by  the  law  of  that  Province; 
and  shall  also  be  subject  to  the  further  condi¬ 
tions  and  restrictions  following: — 

(a.)  The  said  arrangement  shall  apply  only 
in  respect  of  private  passenger  motor- 
vehicles,  and  during  their  operation  by 
a  person  in  the  Province  of  British  Co¬ 
lumbia  for  the  purpose  of  his  business  or 
employment  as  a  commercial  traveller, 
in  taking  orders  and  not  for  the  de¬ 
livery  of  any  goods : 

( b .)  The  said  arrangement  shall  not  apply 
in  respect  of  the  operation  of  any 
motor-vehicle  in  the  Province  of  British 
Columbia  in  excess  of  an  aggregate 
period  of  three  months  in  any  calendar 
year : 

(c.)  The  application  of  the  said  agreement 
and  the  exemptions  thereunder  in  the 
case  of  any  motor-vehicle  operated  in 
the  Province  of  British  Columbia  shall 
be  subject  to  the  carrying  and  display¬ 
ing  thereon  of  such  permit,  windshield- 
sticker,  or  other  device  for  the  purpose 
of  identification  as  may  be  prescribed 
from  time  to  time  by  the  Commissioner 
of  Provincial  Police: 

( d .)  The  said  arrangement  may  be  termi¬ 
nated  at  any  time  upon  thirty  days’ 
notice  in  writing  being  given  on  behalf 
of  the  Government  of  either  of  the  said 
Provinces  to  the  Government  of  the 
other.

100  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
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clearly  and,  distinctly  specifying-  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating- 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week.
